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Get The Facts 
On Alcoholism 


By Jean Shearer 


In last week's article we 
talked about the harm done to 
alcoholics by wives and other 
family members who protect 
them by lying for them and coy- 
ering up theirdrinking problems, 
Overprotection is not the only 
mistake made by well meaning 
but misinformed wives and fam-_ 
ily members. 


If your husband or someone 
in your family drinks too much, 
avoid at all costs the “home 
treatment’’ methods. By “home 
treatment’ methods we mean 
anything which you try yoursel 
in your home without an under- 
standing of the illness of alco- 
holism. In the same sense that 
you would not think of trea‘ing 
someone in your family who has 
cancer, tuberculosis or any other 
serious health problem you 
should avoid trying to treat al- 
coholism which is also a serious 
health problem. 

Several varieties of the ‘home 
treatment’’ methods are hiding 
the liquor, pouring it out, 
preaching, lecturing, nagging, 
using the ‘‘if you loved me you 
wouldn't drink’’ approach. None 


of these will work. At best they 
use up your energy to no avail; 
at worth 
alcoholic. 

If you are living with an al- 
coholic, your greatest hope is 
probably that someday he will 
be sober and reasonably healthy 
and happy. But unless you have 
an understanding of the illness 
of alcoholism, your hopes are 
likely to be unrealized and any 
efforts that you make toward 
Raining your gual will be mere 
Stabs in the dark. And many times 
these efforts will do more harm 
than good. 

Don't blame yourself for this. 
What you must realize is that 
both you and the alcoholic are 
victims of an insidious illness 
which breeds confusion, despair 
and anxiety. It isn’t a question 
of blame but of understanding. 

Your solution lies in gaining 


sknowledge of what you are up 


against. Once you have achieved 
this, you can come much closer 


f to helping the alcholic toward a 


quicker and more complete re- 
covery. 

But even if this does not hap- 
pen, you will be able to create 
for yourself and your family a 
happier and more normal home 
atmosphere.

It was a gradual 
movement into simple clarity 
to replace the ornate music of 
the Baroque Period and back to 
basic melodies. The music of 
the Classic Period was to lead 
to musical expressions of 
greater simplicity and direct 
appeal to the masses of the 
people, whereas th former 
music had been confined to the 
nobility. His emphasis was on 
the works of Haydn and Mozart 
and by a demonstration on the 
piano he compared some of the 
fast movements of Mozart with 
some of the slow movements 
in Haydn’s compositions. Mo- 
zart died at the age of 35 and 
Haydn died at the age of 77, 
and although. Mozart was a 
studnet of Haydn, it is said that 
Haydn often learned from young 
Mozart. Haydn wrote 106 sym- 
phonies and a number or ora- 
tories, ‘‘Creatons’’ being his 
master work. Mozart wrote 
some 600 works in which he 
left a testimony of his great 
genius in the music and dram- 
atic world. He was a master of 
emotions and was able to put 
into his music temperamental 
qualities such as anger and 
terror as well as love and 
simplicity.

Saturday was the first day prep footballers could sign col- 
lege scholarships included several from the local area. 


COLEGE S SIGN’EM UP 


Probably the most talked about player in this area was 
Andalusia’s Bobby Johnson. a muscular 5-l, 210-pound full- 
back, rushed for 5000 yards during his prep career, and was 
‘expected to sign with a major college. Well, Johnson signed 
Saturday with the University of Southern Mississippi. 

Brantley’s Lester Mithcell inked with Alabama State Uni- 
versity. Mitchell, at 6-3, 195-pounds, possesses the size 
needed for college ball, and should fit into the Hornets’ plans 
very well. 

Major Ogilvie, the most highly recruited prepster in the 
state, surprised no one by signing with Alabama. Ogilvie, 
who rushed for 2500 yards and scored 30 touchdowns this 
season, was offered scholarships by over 60 schools before 
picking Bama. 

Troy State University picked up two outstanding running 
backs in Tank Summers and John Anthony. Summers, a 6-3, 
215-pound fullback, rushed for 1300 yards this season at Lan- 
nett, while Anthony, a 6-1, 210-pounder, rushed for 1200 yards 
in leading Florala to the S.A.C. title. 

Jerry Beasley, the pride of the private schools, made 
Auburn coach Doug Barfield ecstatic when he inked with the 
Tigers. Beasley, who runs a 4.5 40-yard dash, rushed for 
over 2000 yards during the ‘76 season, and tallied over 60 
touchdowns during his prep career. 

Auburn also signed a top-notch QB in Georgianna’s Leo 
Campbell, and an all-state runner in Cottonwood’s Tony Hard- 
wick. Campbell, a 6-3, 185-pounder, was a three-year starter 
for the Panthers, and rushed for 2900 yards during his career 
while passing for nearly 3500 yards. Hardwick, a 6-2, 200- 
pounder, averaged 10-yards per carry this season, and should 
be a welcomed addition for Auburn’s lackluster running game.
